JEFFERSON CITY, July 1— 
Attorney General John M. Dal- 
ton ruled today that Missouri 
public school districts may at 
this time permit white and 
Negro children to attend the 


same schools, under terms of |' 


the recent decision of the 
United States Supreme Court 
holding segregation in schools 
unconstitutional. 


Dalton declared, however, 
final decree is entered, he can- 
not hold that Missouri public 
schools districts must, immedi- 
ately integrate their classes, He } 
said he could not state until 
then the method by which the 
separate school system must be 
abolished, and the date by which 
the integration must be com- 


leted. 

The opinion, which had been 
requested by the State Board 
of Education, held that provi- 
sions of the Missouri Consti- 
tution and laws which required 
the maintenance of. separate 
schools for Negro and white chil- 
dren “are superseded by the de- 
cisioh of the United States Su- 

reme Court and are, there- 
ore, unenforceable.” 

Because of this, Dalton ruled, 
there is now no valid laws in 
Missouri which either require or 

t segregation of the races 
the. public schools. 

The Attorney General pointed 
out, however, that at the time 
the Supreme Court handed down 
its anti-segregation ruling last 
May 17, it announced that the 
final decree would not be en- 
tered until later. It invited the 
Attorneys General of 17 affected 
states to file briefs and submit 
arguments and suggestions as to 
the form of the final decree. 

Although the final decree has 
not been’ entered, Dalton as- 
serted, “the declaration of the 
principle that laws segregating 
the races in public schools are 
violative of the Federal Consti- 
tution apparently is final, and is 
so being treated by the Supreme 
Court itself and the (United 
States) Circuit Court of Appeals 
of the Eighth Circuit, of which 
Missouri is a part.” : 

Thetefore, the Attorney Gen- 
eral ruled, there is nothing to 
prohibit a Missouri public ool 
district from going ahead at this 
time to integrate classes if it so 
desires. But he repeated that he 
cannot rule on the method to be 
followed or the deadline for end- 
ing the segregated- school sys- 
tem, until the Supreme Court 
has made its final ruling. 

The United States Supreme 
Court first asked the Attorneys 
General of interested states to 
file their briefs by Oct. 12, but 
later announced it would reset 
that date to a dater time. The 
new date has not been an- 
nounced. 

Dalton said he intends to file 
a brief and present arguments 
to the court on behalf of the 
State of Missouri. 

The State Board of Education 
had asked Dalton for the opin- 
jon so Missouri public school 
districts would .be adviséd on 
how to proceed under the Su- 
preme Court’s decision. The 
opinion was-written by Assistant 
Attorney General John W. Ing- 
lish, and was approved by Dal- 
ton. Other members of Dal-

. WASHINGTON, July 1 (AP)— 
The Army’s intelligence division 
is changing a circular which 
“prohibited” newspapers and 
other news media from using 
certain material which the divi- 


An Army circular dated June 
10 and dealing with the safe- 


guarding of identity of counter- | . 


intelligence corps personnel had 
invoked the new “for official 
use only” method of retaining 
control of information, It said 
that stamp would be used on 


“official information which does 
not require classification in the 
interests of national defense.” 


Then the circular proceeded 
to specify that “disclosure of in- 
formation in this category in 
we news media is prohib- 
ited.” 


Othér Army officials, learning 
of the new ordef, pointed out to 
the intelligence division that the 
Army has no authority to “pro- 
hibit” publication of information 
which does not fall within the 
terms of the espionage act or 
other federal law. The espionage 
act deals with disclosure of in- 
formation involving actual mili- 
tary security—‘classification in 
the interest of national defense.” 

The amendment to the circu- 
lar now being prepared deletes 
the reference to the prohibition 
upon news media. . 

Substituted for the section is 
one specifying only that infor- 
mation revealing the identity of 
individuals assigned to counter- 
intelligence work “which re- 
quires special protection in the 
interest of intelligence opera- 
tions” will bear the for-official- 
use-only stamp. 

An Army spokesman said a 
later, over-all order providing 
for use of the new classification 
will not include any language 
like that used in the intelligence 
division’s original order. 

The official-use-only classifi- 
cation is coming into use in 
various Government agencies, in 
addition to the military depart- 
ment. It provides authority for 
classifying material not covered 
by military security laws and 
regulations, including matters 
relating to policy and adminis- 
trative planning. 


AMERICAN AIRLINES PILOTS OK 
STRIKE FOR 8-HOUR LIMIT 


CHICAGO, July 1 (AP)—The 
AFL Air Line Pilots Association 
said today that 1200 ‘pilots em- 
ployed by American Alirlipes 
have voted to strike to enforce 
an. eight-hour flying limit for 
one crew. y 

Clarence Sayen, A.L.P.A. pres- 
ident, said a work stoppage 
against the airline will be called 
unless the compagy “desists” in 
what he called a violation of a 
23-year-old regulation against 
flying pilots more than eight 
continuous hours. Sayen said a 
strike date will be set “very 
soon.” 

Similar strike votes are in 
progress among A.L.P.A. pilots 
employed by TWA and United 
Air Lines. . 

The strike votes stemmed from 
a recent Civil Aeronautics Board 
ruling which gfanted American 
Airlines a waiver of the eight- 
hour rule. The CAB waiver of 
the eight-hour limit is tempo- 
rary. It is designed to enable air 
lines to offer coast to coast non- 
stop service without changing 
crews.
